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Church Speaks On 

Mediterranean Situation 


H. W. Church, K.C. of Leth¬ 
bridge, was guest speaker at 
Rotary last Monday, and gave 
a ver v interesting talk on the 
situation at present existing in 
the Mediterranean sea. I k took 
this particular phase of inter¬ 
national affairs for his topic, as 
the lack of tim e prevented any 
larger topic. 

Going back to the time of the 
Rjoman empire he told of home's 
domination of this part of the 
world, and of the dream Prem¬ 
ier Mussolini had kindled in the 
hearts of the Italian people of 
another world domination b v it 
aly, through control of this very 
important and strategic body of 
water, which with the Suez 
controls the ingress and egress 
of traffic and travel from the 
countries bordering on it. At 
present, through her control of 
the Straits of Gibraltar, which 
she had controlled for over 400 
years, and her domination of 
the Suez canal at the other end 
of the Mediterranean, she says 
who shall pass and who shall 
not pass. Italy rather mandates 
a portion in the middle ol the 
sea, but it is ctf little benefit to 
her as long as Britain keeps the 
two ends under her control. De¬ 
spite repeated statements re¬ 
specting the strength of the 
Italian fleet, no combat had been 
sought by the Italian navy and 
in all the skirmishes that had 
taken place it was e Vdt and run 
fight, the British hit and the 
Italians ran. 

*It was the speakers opinion 
that England would, at all cost 
maintain her control of tins 
important body of water and 
the Suez canal, and that Italy’s 
present efforts t n gain territory 
in Africa would meet defeat, 
because as long as she control) 
ed the * waterways adjacent t' 
Africa, she largely controlled 
Africa as well.

Canada. This announcement 
was made this week b v The 
Northwest Line Elevators As¬ 
sociation. TTie bins will have a 
capacity ranging from 20,000 to 
40,000 bushels each. Total cap¬ 
acity will exceed 15,000,000 
bushels. 

A delegation representing the 
Line Elevators Association has 
just returned from Ottawa. 
While at the capital they dis¬ 
cussed grain matters with the 
Minister of Trade and Commer¬ 
ce. Assurance was given the 
Government that th e Line Ele¬ 
vator Companies would do ev¬ 
erything in their power to as¬ 
sist in meeting wheat problems 
of Canada which have been ac¬ 
centuated by th e War. The build 
ing of temporary storage bins 
in the country was one of the 
proposals of the Association. 
This will aid the farmers in 
marketing substantial addition¬ 
al quantities of grain. 

There are 5,672 country ele 
vators in Western Canada with 
a storage capacity of 189,422, - 
000 bushels. The average cap¬ 
acity of these elevators is 35,- 
000 bushels. Total capacity of 
all torminal and country elevat 
oi * in Canada i s 422,824,220 
bushels. 

The Government Lumber Con¬ 
troller is co-operating with the 
Elevator companies in moving 
forward lumber to country 
p in! foi lho erection of the 
tempoary bins. Approximately 
15,000,000 feel of lumber will 
be required for the construction 
of tli , bins, in addittion to many 
tens o| tie rods, nails and roof-
